Threat assessments are an alternative to Zero Tolerance
policies and promote restorative practices.Z

bullying and a more positive school climate.2

Threat assessments aim to identify root causes of
concerning behaviors and applies a team approach to
supporting students in addressing those root issues.*

Creating a Safe and Connected School Climate

Creating cultures and climates of safety is essential to the prevention of violence in schools. It is
recommended that schools incorporate threat assessment and interventions as part of larger efforts
to promote school safety.? To create a culture and climate of safety a schools are encouraged to:*

e Assess and promote a positive school climate that emphasizes connectedness and equality

¢ Implement a multi-tiered system of support (MTSS) for supporting behavioral health needs

e Actively promote positive relationship building between students and school staff

e Create opportunities to empower students to be involved in school safety planning

e Create open lines of communication between students, school staff, and the greater community
e Actively prevent and respond to bullying whenever it occurs
